MHS  Scientists  Seek  Answers 


Traditional  science  courses  were  again  offered 
in  chemistry,  physics,  biology  and  physical  sci¬ 
ence.  This  was  the  first  year  that  two  chemistry 
courses  were  offered.  Chemical  bond  approach 
is  a  detailed  study  of  the  nature  of  chemical 
change.  In  regular  chemistry,  the  students  study 
the  basic  fundamentals  and  reactions  of  elements. 
Biology  is  open  to  underclassmen  who  wish  to 
explore  plant  and  animal  life..  Physical  science  is 
a  combination  of  all  science  courses.  For  upper¬ 
classmen  who  wish  to  probe  into  the  advanced 
sciences,  physics  is  offered.

^  MHS  offers  enough  courses  in  math  to  fit  the 
requirements  of  every  student.  General  math  is 
for  those  who  wish  to  further  develop  their  math 
principles,  knowledge  and  skills.  Freshmen  study 
graphs,  ratios,  proportions,  variations,  powers, 
square  roots  and  radicals  in  algebra  I.  The  geom¬ 
etry  student  studies  the  logical  system  using 
postulates,  theorems,  and  corollaries  to  com¬ 
plete  proofs.  Juniors  taking  algebra  II  continue 
learning  more  about  algebra.  A  college  prepara¬ 
tory  course,  senior  math,  includes  analytic  geom¬ 
etry,  set  probability  and  calculus.

Health  and  safety  is  a  one  semester  course  which 
covers  mental  health,  physical  health  and  safety. 
Students  also  study  body  structure.  Studying 
mental  and  physical  health  includes  learning 
facts,  prevention  and  treatment  of  diseases. 

Every  student  is  required  to  take  two  semesters 
of  physical  education.  Some  activities  covered  are 
basketball,  volleyball,  tennis,  trampoline  and 
tumbling.  Juniors  and  seniors  who  wish  to  further 
pursue  their  abilities  can  take  advanced  physical 
education  where  they  take  a  closer  look  at  sports. 
The  purpose  of  the  physical  education  program 
is  to  aim  at  recreational,  social,  mental  and  phys¬ 
ical  fitness.

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Foreign  Languages 


The  need  for  communication  between  nations  has 
become  increasingly  important.  Realizing  this, 
there  has  become  a  demand  for  language  classes 
in  high  school.  Manchester  High  School  this  year 
has  offered  three  languages  for  the  student,  Latin, 
Spanish  and  French.  With  the  aid  of  the  language 
lab,  students’  fluency  in  the  language  is  increased. 
Latin  this  year  was  only  a  one  year  course  while 
French  was  a  two  year  course  and  Spanish  three 
year.  The  student  is  further  aided  by  the  language 
clubs  in  which  customs  and  mores  are  discussed. 
Through  the  aid  of  foreign  languages  a  firm 
background  in  language  structure  is  established. 
Students  find  an  increased  facility  in  learning 
their  own  language.  It  is  hoped  that  foreign  lan¬ 
guage  courses  will  bring  the  student  to  a  deeper 
understanding  of  the  peoples  of  the  world.

Understanding  World  Problems 
Mental,  Economic  and  Social 
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The  study  of  the  fundamental  ideas  and  problems 
of  our  economy  is  studied  in  economics.  Students 
learn  how  to  manage  resources  to  meet  their 
need.

Driver’s  training  is  a  one  semester  course  offered 
to  those  who  are  at  least  15  1/2  years  old.  The 
first  six  weeks  are  spent  on  learning  the  mechan¬ 
ics  of  the  car  and  the  rules  of  the  road.  The  re¬ 
maining  weeks  are  spent  driving  the  car.  This 
gives  the  student  the  experience  he  needs  to  get 
his  license. 

Expiatory  teaching  gives  the  student  a  first-hand 
experience  in  teaching.  The  first  9-weeks  are 
spent  in  discussion  and  preparation  for  assis¬ 
tant  teaching  during  the  last  9-weeks.  Students 
learn  through  practical  experience  whether 
they  would  like  a  teaching  career.

There  is  a  variety  of  business  courses  offered  at 
MHS.  Offered  for  Freshmen  and  Sophomores  is 
General  Business.  This  course  gives  the  student  a 
better  outlook  on  the  business  world.  Typing  I  and 
II  developes  the  student’s  skill  at  typing.  Short¬ 
hand  I  and  II  puts  the  emphasis  on  the  student’s 
ability  to  read  and  write  shorthand  taken  from 
dictation.  Keeping  books  for  individuals  is  the 
purpose  of  Bookkeeping  I  and  II.  Clerical  Rec¬ 
ordkeeping  is  designed  to  inform  the  student  of 
the  clerical  jobs  done  in  business.
